Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
Is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheef or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121 (d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 42-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claims 42-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential structural cooperative relationships of elements, such 
omission amounting to a gap between the necessary structural connections. See 
MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted structural cooperative relationships are: 

No structural relationship between the connector and a flat element between two 
rigid panes. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 

States. 

8. Claims 24-25, 29-32 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Haba et al. (6188028). 

Haba (Figures 1-10) shows a connector comprising a first rigid glazing pane 110 
with one or more electrical functional elements 118, a second rigid glazing pane 124 
with a cutout 122, a liner 1 16 fastened in the cutout by a projection134 with an edge of 
the projection lying in a plane between the first and second panes on an undercut of the 
cutout wherein the liner serves a counterbearing surface. The cutout is provided in the 
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first and the second rigid panes. The liner is in the fomi of a bush or peg inserted in the 
cutout with its projection catching an edge of the cutout and configured to make 
electrical connection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the Invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth In section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill In the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner In which the Invention was made. 

10. Claims 26-28, 33-41 and 43-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Haba et al. (6188028). 

Haba shows all the features of these claims except trivial features such as a 
contact piece with a spring contact fastened to the liner, a screw to fasten the peg, a flat 
element with a conductive coating, a temperature probe, a switching element etc. An 
official notice is given that these features are well known in eth art of electrical 
connectors. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the instant invention to provide these features for their intended purposes which are well 
known and widely used in the art of electrical connectors.
